The ceremony of installation of the new Administrative 

Council of the Banque Nationale de la République d'Haïti this afternoon 

exceeds, in its significance, the simple visible fact of chronological 

succession. It is, in the opinion of His Excellency the President of the 

Republic, a date and a departure and is equivalent to the overcoming 

of disagreements which have for so long defied organizational will. 

It undoubtedly follows, for the history of the Bank, the installation 

ceremony of December 1957, but without ressembling it. The fact is that 
© the Government of September 2218 is conducting ап incessant revision 

of values and is destroying myths in order to advance farther every day 
in the age of reason. The Haitian people are at once the witness and 
the beneficiary, since they are acceding to a more coherent formula of 
life and are finding in the different and multiple daily struggles the 
profound reason for sacrifice. 

The present regime which all of you here present defend 
with the same convictions as a proven belief cannot dissociate its 
origins from the mission of the modern State or elude its responsibilities 
vis-a-vis the necessity of renovations of structure. The total Revolution 
which is pursued is a part of these perspectives.

@ By doing this, | made excellent connections with PAA's flight 
435 which flies direct and non-stop from Miami to Port-au-Prince. 


On the morning of April 2157, as the plane was preparing 
to leave the loading ramp, a messenger announced that because of 
revolutionary activity on the Colombian-Venezuelan border, all 
passengers continuing past Port-au-Prince on to Caracas, must 
deplane along with their baggage. This delay, as well as program- 
ing a new flight plan, caused PAA to depart three hours late. 


That evening, after arriving at my hotel, | received 
your cable which | decoded То read as follows: 


"Banque Nationale de la République d'Haiti 
connecting deliveries denominations 50's 
100's Ist week in October denominations 2 
@ denominations 10 157 week in November 
completing Ist week in December" 


At 9:00 a, m. оп the following day (April 22nd) | called 
at the Banque, where in accordance with advice from Mr. Wise, | 
went immediately То the desk of M. Roger Heurtelou, Sub-Manager. 
After a few pleasantries, | invited him to have luncheon with me 
later in the day. He accepted gratefully and then took me into 
the office of the President and Director of the Banque Nationale. 


M. Antonio André received me very cordially and after 
some preliminary discussions invited his Vice President and Director, 
M. Joseph Chatelain, То join in our talks. 


Both men are comparatively young, are negro Haitian bankers, 
well educated, speak English competently and have seen substantial 
service at the Banque,

M. Chatelain was present at the 1958 CEMLA conferences in Rio 
de Janeiro where admittedly he first encountered the technical aspects 
of security printing. He asked me many questions as to how our work 
was done and most definitely led the discussions with far more authority 
than did M. André. Chatelain said he greatly appreciated the reputation 
of the American Bank Note Company and that he was convinced our work was 
the finest available, yet, it was his primary objective to reduce the 
"abusive" expenditures of the Banque's previous administrations. He 
compared himself То а "hunter" and said that it was the "big дате" ће 
was really after..... "such as this quotation of yours." He said that 
Haiti was a small poverty stricken country, from which U. S. companies 
were getting fat. This, he intended to stop. Chatelain's voice would 
rise and fall as if he were orating to a large audience -- | concluded 
that he would be, during these negotiations, our main point of resistance - 

e that he only concerned himself with reducing expenditures at the 
sacrifice of quality. 


He told me that De La Rue's man, Papworth, had called at the 
Benque and was in fact working closely with the DLR local agent, M. Brant. 
Also, that Brant had recently loaned the Government one million dollars 
et "a low rate of interest." Furthermore, that Waterlow's man, "a nice 
young man, whose name escapes me," had visited Haiti three times 
during the past six months. His agent was also in close touch. (Later | 
learned that Papworth had been a guest at my hotel, the Ibo Lele, February 
11 - February 15, 1960, and had identified himself as a "Cultural Promoter." 
During my stay in Haiti, | did not see him, but was told that he was 
present). 


M. Chatelain said that he of course had the De La Rue and 
Waterlow quotations as well as their delivery schedules. АТ first glance 
he said our prices were about 254 higher than De La Rue's and that 
® their delivery schedules were "very much faster." |п fact, later on he 
mentioned that De La Rue was quoting $29,500. for the entire order and 
that Papworth had told him that "he was out to 'get' the business away 
from American Bank Note at almost any cost." 


| interrupted M. Chatelain, who by this time had become very 
excited, and said that | did not come to Haiti for the purpose of hearing 
Mr. Papworth's abswrd remarks, nor did | care about the possible comments 
passed by some "nice young man from Waterlow" - | told them that | was 
only interested in representing ABNCo. and in supplying the Banque with 
the best possible products and services at a fair price, that, in my 
opinion, our records proved faithful service to Haiti in accordance with 
these very same representations. | explained То M. Chatelain and 
M. André that during my training at the American Bank Note Сотрапу, as 
well as during my time of active representation, | had been witness to 
many fraudulent promises of our competitors, which were primarily designed 
То take business away from us, rather than truthfully and faithfully 
to serve the best interests of the customer. Furthermore, that at no time 
had any officer of my Company authorized me deliberately and maliciously to attack 
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these competitors . | once again assured them both that | had come 


to Haiti to talk about the American Bank Note Company, rather than 
its competitors. 


M. Chatelain then invited me to lunch. (Unfortunately, | 
could not accept, since | had mede a previous engagement, However, 
| invited them both for luncheon on thefollowing Monday). 


M. André then asked if we could not arrange to have the 
notes delivered at a faster rate so that they would be ready for issue 
during the harvest season - September-October - | said, that | would 
cable New York to see if something could be done about this point. 
| fold him, however, that it might be difficult to do this, since we 
were extremely busy. He also said that he would like to have our 
quotation for

to be presented no later than May I5th. I said that we would be 
pleased to do this and also that as he already knew, we had made some 
progress on engraving the plates in accordance with the Banque's previous 


I showed him some 
photographs of the approved models and he asked if he could keep them 
for his files. | said yes, whichpleased him greatly. (Since he claimed 


to have no other reference material, there was little else | could do, 
but acceed to his request). 


M. Chatelain then started again to hammer away about what 
DLR could do for the Banque, as regards price. Не wanted to know if 
our prices were "negotiable" and could they be reduced. Because my 
on-the-scene appraisal of this man seemed to indicate that he delighted 
in raising controversies, yet when faced with reality, would stop arguing,

with the Banque as best we could. That, as he could appreciate, this 
was a major accomplishment under the inflationary conditions that we all 
must live with, not only in the United States, but in Haiti as well.

At the conclusion of our meetings they told me that they might 
have their decision ready at the time of our next meeting ог possibly 
the following day. I thanked them both for their time and consideration, 
presented the Company's regards and also left with them both, two crisp 
new Mexican | Peso notes along with the гетагк to М.

He said that André 

is only a figurehead for Chatelain, who is a very ambitious, 

Paris educated economist. At luncheon, the manager of the Ibo Lele, 

M. André Rosevelt and M. Bussan, the owner, came over for a cocktail, 

at my invitation. M. Bussan said that, purely as an outside view 

point, M. Chatelain is the most renowned Communist in Haiti, today, 

and that this was common knowledge; whereupon, M. Heurtelou got very 

excited and agreed, stating that he was a very dangerous influence 

not only to the Banque, but to the Republic as well. | did not 

enter into any of these discussions, which were half in French and 

half in English, nor did | offer en opinion when asked for one.

When these men had finished dicussing M. Chatelain, they 

then commenced to discuss American Ambassador Gerald Drew. M.

He said further, that М. Telemaque, who is a very wealthy 
Haitian, now resides in Paris with his entire family. М. Bonnefil 15 
still sub-director of the Banque, yet because he is "white" he will 
also soon be replaced by order of Chatelain.

On Saturday morning (April 23rd) | visited the American 
Embassy, where | hoped to uncover statistical information regarding 
Haitian exports and imports to Great Britain as compared with those of 
the United States. Ambassador Drew and Second Secretary David Ray 
Thomson received me in their splendid new chancery. After some 
very broad and general discussions regarding mutual friends (Mr. Keith 
and Mr. Wise) I discovered that ünfortunately Mr. Thomson's figures 
were as of early 1958 and that both men seemed to be very much un- 
informed as to the current situation at the Bank. 


On April 25th at 10:54 a. m. | received your cable which I 
decoded to read as follows: 


"Banque Nationale de la République d'Haiti Refer to 
your telegram of 22nd connecting deliveries denomination(s) 
50 hundred(s) 4th week in July denomination(s) 2 denomination(s) 
10 middle of August vice versa completing 4th week in 
September provided order and signature(s) received within a 
week stop This improvement due postponement Banco Nacional 
de Cuba order and special rearrarangement(s) production 
Schedule" 


Upon receipt of this information, | went immediately to the 
Banque where, together with M. André and M. Chatelain we discussed this 
new delivery promise. They both greatly appreciated your cooperation and 
during the luncheon which followed (also attended by M. Lebert Jean-Pierre, 
member of the board of directors) M. Chatelain began again to hammer 
away at the question of price. (By this time it was quite apparent 
what his objective was). Without апу consultation (perhaps he had done 
fhis beforehand) he said that HE would make a counter offer of $57,500.00 
for the order and that if | would accept we could close the business 
"right here and now in this restaurant." | refused politely and told 
him that we had already compromised our delivery schedule in favor of the 
Banque and that furthermore this would mean a very substantial reduction 
for us, He again reminded me that De La Rue had quoted 25$ below our 
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original price and that their delivery times were also good. Further- 
more, he said that his offer of $37,500. represented some $8,000. more 
than the Banque would have to pay for the De La Rue notes. This, he 
said, showed the Bank's willingness to pay "an extra premium for its 
notes." | told him that the De La Rue price was absurd, and that we 
could not negotiate this order in comparison with their quality of 
work. Also, that if the Bank were to accept the 25% so called 'discount' 
from DLR that they might as well invite every counterfeiter in the 
world to Haiti since the quality of note which DLR would deliver would 
be fer more than just 254 below our quality. M. Chatelain kept up 
this barrage all through luncheon and continued along this vein until 
we returned to M. André's office at the Bank. He said he was also 
having trouble with his Board of Directors. He asked me, if | would 
"at least ask your New York office for some slight consideration." I 
told him | would try, but that he must understend our position. He 
Then threatened to pass theentire order to De La Rue immediately, 
that "they" were awaiting his phone call. 


Upon returning to my hotel at 4:00 p. m., your second cable 
наз received, which | decoded to read: 


"Banque Nationale de la République d'Haiti refer to 
your telegram of 22nd you know we have firm order 
25,000 each 250 and 500 on which work suspended 

at their request stop Submitting revised proposal(s) 
by May 15th for larger quantity" 


At 5:30 that seme afternoon, | filed a cable to you, which 
read as follows: 


"Banque Nationale de la République d'Haiti have received 
your telegram of 25th delivery(ies) excellent stop 
Thomas De La Rue & Co., London, England now offering 

254 discount our price(s) stop Banque Nationale de la 
République d'Haiti counter-offer 57,500 stop André 
Chatelain using Thomas De La Rue & Co., London, England 
to drive down our price(s) to gain a strong position with 
Board of Directors stop Can you make reduction(s) say $5 
stop Waterlow and Sons Ltd. eliminated stop Must have 
immediate answer McGehee, |. 0." 


On April 26th at 2:00 p. m. | received your reply, which 
because of an apparent poor transmission,became garbled. | decoded it 
То read as follows: 


"Refer to your telegram of 25th. since in our opinion 
quality(ies) and service(s) Thomas De La Rue & Co., 
London, England would not be in best interests Bank(s) 
and extra charge for overtime work will amount То 
traditional mutual friendship and cooperation should 
not make arbitrary reduction(s) 5% on this occasion" 


Upon receipt of this cable, | checked and re-checked my 
code book to find any error, sent a 'service message' from my hotel to 
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the cable office of American Cable and Radio System, and was "assured" 
by them that evening that no mistake in transmissbn had occurred. 
Because the cable still didn't "look right," | went to the offices of 
RCA, which are near the Bank, and sent the following message: 


"Extremely urgent communication inaccurate referring 
То your cable are we to understand you will accept 
5$ reduction(s) stop Do you mean should not make or 
will make cable me via RCA" 


At 2:59 p. m. | received your prompt reply, which read as 
follows: 


"Refer to your telegram of 27th will accept five per- 
cent reduction" 


| immediately made this offer to the Banque, which after another 
hour of discussion ranging around the De La Rue offer and the poverty 
of Haiti, proved to be of no avail. M. André made the mistake of 
actually accepting it, but then, after further private consultation with 
M. Chatelain, retracted his statement to me. 


At 5:30 p. m. that afternoon, | sent you the following 
message, which admittedly | was very chagrined to do: 


"Refer to your telegram of 27th Banque Nationale de la 
République d'Haiti refuses 54 reduction stop Chatelain 
blocking acceptance due to extremely low Thomas De La 

Rue & Co., London, England quotation(s) stop | have been 
told (that) Thomas De La Rue & Co., London, England willing 
То sacrifice everything to beat us as a matter of principle 
stop Banque Nationale de la République d'Haiti in tough 
spot because of their urgent needs stop In my opinion you 
can now force favorable decision but will suffer in the 
long run stop Their counter-offer 57500 still stands stop 
Am doing all | can what now must have immediate answer" 


During the morning of April 28th | checked out of my hotel, 
took my luggage to the Airport, made temporary reservations for the 
3:30 flight to Ciudad Trujillo on PAA, and went immediately to the 
RCA offices to await your answer. At 11:21 a. m. | received your cable, 
which read as follows:

"Refer to your telegram of 27th/effort obtain 38250 but 
if absolutely necessary will accept 37500" 


| then rushed over to the Banque, where M. Chatelain seemed 
to be expecting me, and told him | had very good news. When he and M. 
André heard my quotation of $38,250. they both began to argue all over 
again and Chatelain showed me a letter from DLR which stated that they 
were in process of making up 'similar models' of the notes now in 
circulation which would soon be in the mails for the Banque's approval. 
Chatelain said that he simply could not sign a contract with us for 
anything above $57,500. and that this was his only counter offer. He 
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said the Banque must study thoroughly all of the quotations and then 
arrive at its decision, 


| then agreed to accept the order at $57,500. which of course 
made them very pleased. 


They said a letter of authorization would be immediately forth- 
coming along with specimens of the 5 signatures that were to be placed 
on the new notes, | urged their immediate attention to this matter 
to which they agreed. 


After thanking them for their business, | returned to RCA and 
filed at 2:00 p.m. the following cable to you: 


"Refer to your telegram of 28th sorry to have to 
report competitive conditions too strong obtain

Vin accordance with information received in Mr. Wise's cable 
of Мау 17th, | proceeded from the Dominican Republic to Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti on the morning of May 26th, 


Upon arrival, and after checking into the Hotel Castéd - 
haiti, | drove immediately to see M. Roger Heurtelou (ex Sub-Manager 
of the Banque Netionale) in order to have his opinións and analysis 
of current trends within Haiti. (1 had learned to trust him on 
ап earlier tripe) Unfortunately, M. Heurtelou was not at his home 
due to national religious holidays. | left a personal note to inform 
him of my presence in the city. 


Since | was very enxious to speak with someone regarding the 
fast chenging political and economic situations which are currently 
at play throughout the entire Caribbean area end especially within 
the Republic of Haiti itself, | drove up into Petionville to see 
Heurtelou's brother, whom | had met briefly on an earlier trip. He 
was at home alone and seemed glad to see me. (M. Heurtelou presently 
owns a successful shoe business in Port-au-Prince, was for several 
years Minister of Foreign Affairs, Ambassador to Washington, London, 
Paris and Rome. He is well educated and extremely wealthy.) 


For over an hour | spoke with M. Heurtelou concerning the 
Banque, political and economic factors , . . and the recent retiremert 
of his brother Roger. He told me flatly that Dr. Joseph Chatelain 
had been responsible for the many new imovations and replacements 
which had taken place. Because M. Heurtelou was beginning to 
commit himself rather heavily in his remarks to me, | thanked him for 
his hospitality and left. 


Inasmuch as it was still quite early and since | was very 
close to the home of a personal friend of mine, who is the assistant 
manager of the ESSO- Haitian Bulk Storage Refinery at Port-au-Prince, 
to see him and his wife. Visiting at their home was 
aribbean Auditing Superintendent who bases his operations at 
Cuba. This man and his wife had just arrived in Haiti. As 
the conversation developed, it seemed that he had violently and active- 
ly opposed the recent 'intervention' of his company's Cuban properties 
and had been told to move out quickly by the ESSO general offices in 
New York. He told us that conditions in Cuba were very upset and 
in his opinion the U.S. Government-owned Nickel Plant "NICARO" Ема) 
was next on Castro's list of "diplomatic robberies." He said that 
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if this intervention was successful, the safety of Guantánamo Вау U.S. 
Naval Air Station was merely a question of time. Unprompted by me, 
both men stated that the Dominican Republic would profit tremendously 
since Generalissimo Trujillo would then be able to trade land for a new 
air base for the desperately needed increase in their sugar quota. 


Important among the many remarks made was the "undeniable fact 
that Haiti was moving rapidly to the left of center" (Communistic political 
pressures have been building for some time). Once again as the 
conversation drifted into strong political areas where emotions rather Than 
facts became foremost, | excused myself and left. 


On the following morning, May 27th, | called at the Banque to 
find M. André, President and Directeur, preparing for а Board meeting. 
He was surprised to see me, but | think pleased. He immediately called 
in the ever-present Dr. Joseph Chatelain, Vice President and Directeur, 
who greeted me warmly. They asked if | might not like to meet the 
other members of the Board as they arrived, which invitation I immediately 
accepted. 


As the various members came into André's office | was introduced 
by Dr. Chatelain. They all "seemed" under the control of Chatelain, said 
very little, yet each man remarked how nice the Banque's relationships 
with the American Bank Note Company had always been. 


As | could see that their meeting was about to begin, | made 
an effort to leave. However, Chatelain took me by the arm and asked if 
| might not stop in his private office for a moment. Once there, ће 
said that he was pleased | had kept eny remarks to his board in general 
terms rather than mentioning anything specific. 1 then asked him if he 
meant by the word "specific" the yet to be decided question of the Banque's 
"firm order" for the 250 end 500 Gouórdes denominations, Не said "yes" 
and then paused before going further. He told me that he and M. André, 
along with the Board of Directors, were very embarrassed by this problem 
since the previous administration of the Banque had no authority whatsoever 
То order new notes from "you or anyone else." Further, that they absolute- 
ly refused to "udock" this business until the Government's Congress gave 
Their approval. 


1 told him | could well understand his point of view, but That 
speaking for the American Bank Note Company, | wanted to make sure that 
he knew we considered the order a contract. He said he did, and that the 
Board was working hard to obtain correct authorization, but that such 
things take time. For effect, | expressed the general feeling that we 
must take our orders from Bank of Issue officials and that our position 
could not be expressed in clearer language. (I'm sure he got the point). 
He told me he would let me know as soon as the Banque got the necessary 
authority. 


| thanked him for his time and presented a copy of our book, 
which seemed to please him greatly. 
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Upon leaving, | stopped by to see М. Adrien Bonnefil whose 
desk has now been moved from its former position inside the President's 
office to a rather public and confused area of the Bank's main floor. 
He said he was happy То see me and to be sure to present his respects 
То the Company and especially to Mr. Wise. He told me that he had 
about six more months of active duty at the Banque and made no secret 
of his displeasure at the way things were going. 


v | then went to the nearby office of RCA and sent the following 
cable: 


"Banque Nationale de la République d'Haiti have 

just spoken to Board of Directors Re new denominations 
stop They are working hard (on) Congress for authorization 
stop Absolutely refuse to give pending order without 
proper authority as did previous administration stop 
Original order not in denger as fer as | can tell but 

now a question of time stop Heurtelou ousted Bonnefil is 
next stop Proceeding to Dominican Republic" 


At the airport, as | was waiting for the plane's departure, 
M. Roger Heurtelou rushed up to say that he had received my messages and 
wanted very much to see me. М. Heurtelou gave me a nice gift as well 
as presents for both Mr. Wise and Mr. Beckett. Не seemed very much 
annoyed and sad since his departure from the Banque. He said that 
Chatelain had come to him on the day of his retirement to remind him 
То clean out his desk well! Also, that there had been no celebration 
party, nor had the Banque paid him their customary bonus for retired 
personnel. He flatly stated his retirement pay was $500.00 per month, 
(and produced a check to prove it), which necessitated his opening 
another business То gain additional income. He thought perhaps he 
would invite M. Bonnefil, upon his retirement, to be a partner in a small 
business representing foreign and local firms. 


While we were talking а sub-manager from the Ibo-Lele Hotel 
where | had stayed on a previous trip, recognized me and came over to 
say hello. He told us that my good friends M. and Madam Bussan 
(owners of the hotel) had been arrested the previous night by the 
national police. That, they had been taken in their night clothes 
to jail where for five hours had been questioned intensively and then 
released into the street. (M. Bussan is a member of one of Haiti's leading 
families and has an excellent reputation, but unfortunately, also has 
well defined political views which run contrary to the Government), 


Since my plane was preparing to depart | said good-by to 
M. Heurtelou and thanked him profusely for his kindness in coming to see 
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me off. Frankly, it was a very sad occasion since M. Heurtelou 
has been a good friend of the American Bank Note Company and 
represents the more refined social elements of his country. 


| arrived in Ciudad Trujillo 55 minutes later.

M. Meurice Telemaque,ex president and general manager 
of the above Bank, called at the office before noon and asked 
to speak with either Mr. Wise or myself. 


In Mr. Wise's absence, | took M. Telemaque То luncheon, 
where for almost two hours we discussed the following subjects: 


1) He end his immediate family had yesterday 
returned from spending eight months in 
Europe after his "forced retirement" from 
the Banque Nationale. During this period 
he and an unnamed Danish organization were 
in constant negotiations to jointly finance 
and construct a factory in Port-au-Prince 
for the purpose of producing asbestos 
cement, blocks, sheets and tubing for local 
end foreign consumption. М. Telemaque and 
his Haitian partner, Mr. Brant (local Thomas 
De La Rue agent and powerful financier), 
are planning to invest over U.S.$400,000.00 
which will give them over 51% of the capital 
stock control. The Danish firm will provide 
The remaining capital, machinery and 
technical aid for this soon to be established 
project. 


2) M. Telemaque said "off the record" that he had 
been asked to resume the post of president 
of the Bank, but that in the interim "other 
projects became more interesting." 


3) M. Telemaque asked me about the current status 
of our negotiations for the 250 and 500 Gourdes 
notes, | told him that in accordance with the 
Bank's request to me we had re-submitted a new 
quotation which increased the number of notes 
substantially over our previous quotation and 
that this had been done during the early pert 
of May 1960. | told him that since that date 
we had heard nothing further from the Bank 
due to the fact that the management insisted upon 
obtaining Congressional approval before authorizing 
us to print these new denominations. To this 
M. Telemaque registered surprise. He told me 
that the basic law promulgated in 1955 sated 
that the Banque Nationale was authorized to issue 
notes in any denomination but that they were 
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prohibited from surpassing а 100,000,000 
Gourde valuation - national level. 


M. Telemaque told me that during his 
administration at the Bank he had received 
permission from the Minister of Finance 
to proceed with the issuance of thse two 
denominations and that accordingly he had 
placed his order with us. 


| then asked M. Telemaque if this were the 
casewhy, in his opinion, was the Bank post- 
poning the printing of this order. He said 
that he could think of only one reason, this 
being that the Government did not want high 
denominated bank notes in the hands of 
certain Haitians who might care to leave the 
country for political reasons. 


In connection with the above, | informed 

M. Telemaque that | was to leave for Washington 
in order to attend the 1960 Annual Meeting 

of the Board of Governors of the World Bank, 
ot which time | intended to make contact with 
the Haitian delegation. | asked M. Telemaque 
if he had any suggestions as to what approach 
| should use in determining an equitable 
solution to the pending question. I told him 
that | recently read an erticle in a New York 
newspaper which indicated that the President 
of Haiti had been authorized by Congress to 
manage the national economy, by presidential 
decree, for the next six months. Immediately 
M. Telemaque said that in his opinion it would 
be possible now for the Bank to by-pass the 
Congress if indeed they were obliged to obtain 
Congressional approval, and go directly to the 
President of the country to obtain this 
commission. In M. Telemaque's opinion this 
then was the way in which to approach the 
members of the Haitian delegation at the World 
Bank. А5 an after thought, M. Telemaque asked 
me if the Company had been reimbursed yet by 
the Bank for the work which we had already done 
on the engravings for these two denominations. 
| did not answer this question. 
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М. Telemaque plans to be in the U.S. А. 

for the next three to four weeks. He is 

staying at the Hotel Victoria. He is planning 
thereafter to return to Port-au-Prince, where 

he will take up permanent residence in order to 
concentrate on the establishment of his new 
business interests. He said that he would 

be most delighted to entertain me or any represent- 
ative of the American Bank Note Company at his 
home since he had always enjoyed "Тһе graciousness 
of your Company" and the many pleasant business 
associations which he had had with us. His 
address in Haiti is as follows:
